CHICAGO, July 9.— Definite results are 


expected at the Democratic national con- 
Tentlon today. The platform will in all 
probably be adopted and the candidates 
nominated unless a deadlock is devel- 
oped. 


Lowering clonds hung over the city in- 


dicating a break in the perfect weather 
enjoyed so far. Again the crowds were 
moving towards convention hall at an 
early hoar as the time for opening the 
session was ten o'clock. 
There was no 


abatement of the rush and excitement 
but the great throng was handled easily 
and moved through tbe doorway with 
little confusion. 


On the program for today the platform 


waa first in order and a great battle of 
oratory was expected with the critical 
appearance of Hill, Tlllman, Jones, Vilas 
and Gray. The outlook early this morn- 
Ing was that the day would be occupied 
with the platform and speeches nntil 
perhaps the latter part of the afternoon 
when a recess would be taken nntil 
evening, 
when 
nominating 
speeches 


would be made and the balloting begun. 


The interest of the day centered In the 


action of the gold forces alter the adop- 
tion of the platform. Up to this morning 
nothing definite had been agreed upon 
but individual New York and other east- 
ern delegates freely expressed their inten- 
tion of having the convention when the 
silver platform is adopted, or of announc- 
ing their purpose not to support the can- 
didates. 


The nomination of candidates was look- 


ed forward to as the great opportunity 
for orators and much was expected of 
men like Vest, Tnrpie and White who 
present the names of Bland, Matthews 
and Boies respectively. 


As much uncertainty was felt among 


tbe candidates on the eve of balloting as 
before the convention opened. It was a 
significant fact that no figures or esti- 
mates of strength were given by the lead- 
ers, and it showed the large element of 
doubt existing. Although Bland main- 
tained his lead the managers of other 
candidates declared positively that Bland 
vros far from commanding a majority and 
very far from having two-thirds. 


A new phrase of the two-thirds ques. 


tion arose from the possible coarse of the 
gnld element in refraining from voting. 
In each an event parlimentarians differed 
as to whether the nomination must be by 
a vote of two-thirds of the delegates pres- 
ent or two-thirds of those voting. 
Another element of doubt which per- 
plexed the managers was, as to the deliv- 
ery of a block of gold votes ol two or 
three hundred. 
If given to one silver 


candidate it would give the gold men the 
advantage of dictating the nomination. 


It waarnmored this morning about the 


opening hour of the convention that 
Whitney said all the gold candidates for 
President had withdrawn except Pattison 
•f Pennsylvania and that Bland who is 
•ooddered the weakest of the silver can- 
didates would be pressed for the nomina- 
tion. 


The convention was called to order at 


10.33. Senator Hill arrived a few minutes 
before and joined in close consultation 
with Judge Grady and other members of 
the New York delegation. Not a member 
of the Pennsylvania delegation was pres- 
ent at five minutes before the gavel fell 
tut about half of them were on hand 
when Chairman White callled for order. 


Chairman White was so hoarse that he 


was unable to speak above a whisper. 
prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. Green of 
Iowa. As the prayer was finished Chair- 
man White handed the gavel over to Con- 
gressman Richardson of Tennessee who 
announced that the resolutions committee 
was ready to report. He called Senator 
3 ones of Arkansas to the platform . Jones 
adjusted his glasses and began to read. It 
was understood that an hour and twenty 
mlnatee would be given each side for 
debate.

The declaration for free silver was 


greeted with great applause by the sil- 
veritee. Many delegations demanded a 
second reading claiming it was difficult to 
hear. Many points went uncheerefl. When 
the Cuban plank was reached a Cuban flag 
raised bat there was no demonstration 
and it quickly aank out of sight as Chair- 
man Richardson cried, "Put down that 
flag." It was evidently a very tired con- 
vention. 
The reading was concluded 


without applause. 


The minority report was called for and 


read. The gold men cheered loudly at 
the attack on free coinage and the en- 
dorsement of the administration. Sena- 
tor Tlllman then took the platform to 
speak for the majority report. It was un- 
derstood he would be allowed fifty min- 
utes. He had hardly gotten warmed np 
when he attacked the "lying newspapers" 
for tho way they had misrepresented him. 
He was frequently hissed and cheered. 


He declared the financial question was a 


sectional issue. This was greeted with 
hisses and cries of "No." When the 
noises had subsided he added that the 
sectionalism was between tbe people and 
the money oligachy of the east." Where ia 
New York now, where is tbe New York 
leader now?" asked Tillman. "In the 
soup" came a voice from back of the hall. 
Hisses continued to mingle with the cheer- 
ing compelling him to stop frequently. 


Finally loud cries for Hill began to come 


from different parts of the hall and the 
convention was soon in disorder. Rich- 
ardson struggled vainly to keep the dele- 
gates quiet, but was unsuccessful. In the 
midst of the confusion Tillman blurted 
out "You can just as well understand I'm 
going to have my say if I stay here till 
sundown." Then from the galleries came 
cries "Herr Most, Herr Most" followed 
by laughter and hisses. 


Tillman continued ae did also the cries 


for Hill. 
Finally Richardson succeeded 


in restoring some semblance of order and 
Tlllman went on. 
Among other things 


he said to endorse Cleveland's administra- 
tion would be to write ourselves asses and 
liars. Cleveland had been the death of the 
Democratic party so far as he could be. 
Unless it repudiated Cleveland the Demo- 
cratic party could not succeed. As Till 
man concluded he offered a resolution 
denouncing Cleveland. 
He sat down 


amid hisses, jeers and some cheering. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas then took 


the platform and spoke for the majority. 
He said he lored the south but also loved 
the whole of this great country. He was 
loudly cheered by both silver and gold 
men. 
He denied that the silver cause 


was sectional. He closed amid the cheers 
of goldites and Hill took the platform. 


Massachusetts led in yells for Hill. 


New York gave the tiger yell. The sil- 
verltes sat immoveable while the demon- 
stration went on for ten minutes. During 
this time Hill stood calmly on the plat- 
form and the chairman pounded vainly 
for order. Cheers rose and fell without 
diminished strength until Harrity in- 
structed the various sergeants-at-arms to 
restore order. 


When Hill began speaking he said if he 


should follow South Carolina he would 
say he was a Democrat but he was not a 
mugwump. The mission of Democracy 
he said should be to unite not to divide. 
When he asked if he need defend New 
York and her citizens a perfect volley of 
•bouts fallowed. New York is Gibraltar 
of Democracy he declared. 


Then he commenced a denunciation of 


free coinage that will not soon be forgot- 
ten. "Why," said he, "We might as well 
do away with international and commer- 
cial treaties as to attempt to act alone on 
such an important matter." 


He referred to the ratio 16 to 1 saying 


many thought another ratio proper. 
He 


regretted that the platform had not a 
word in favor of bimetalism and declared 
that in view of the great production of 
silver at small expense it might as well 
say copper is equal to gold. 


He pointed oat the danger to business 


and the Democratic party If the platform 
should be endorsed on the financial ques- 
tion. He denounced the plank favoring 
an income tax as unwise and also said it 
was unwise to assail the country's su- 
preme court. He declared he would not 
follow such revolutionary steps. 


Hill spoke earnestly and fluently and 


was frequently interrupted by applause. 
He concluded amid a tumult of cheers 
and yells, in which the Tammany tiger 
did its part, and immediately was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of delegates congratu- 
lating him. 


Ex-Qovernor Russell of Massachusetts 


made a short but very impressive speech 
In behalf of the minority report. 


He said he knew that an appeal to the 


convention would fall dead and yet that 
it 
would listen 
to a protest. 
"I 


have 
heard," 
he said, "one false 


note from Massachusetts 
during the 


convention with more of sorrow than of 
anger, that this new departure is the 
dawn of a better day. I wish to God I 
could believe it." 


The platform as read by Jones con- 


tained an anti A. P. A. plank for which a 
fight was made before tbe committee, and 
which was finally unanimously adpoted. 


The probabilities are that about 5 


o'clock tho convention will take a recess 
until evening when the 
nominating 


speeches will be made and the balloting 
may begin.

LONDON, July 9.—The scenes of yes- 


terday were repeated in the court yard of 
Hotel Cecil this morning. Large crowds 
had assembled as early as 7 o'clock. Much 
enthusiasm was manifested. 
A detach- 


ment of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery company marched to Waterloo 
railroad station in the same m anner as 
yesterday, headed by the bands of the 
Honorable Artillery company and of the 
Salem Cadets. 


There was loud cheering for the Ameri- 


cans all along the route. The visitors 
were received at the railroad station by 
Lord Wolseley commander-in-chief of the 
forces, Sir Evelen Wood, quartermaster- 
general of the army, and other officers of 
high rank, all in full uniform. United 
States Embaseador Bayard, Secretary 
Carter, and other omcers of the United 
States embassy accompanied the Massa- 
chusetts men on the train to Aldershot. 


The Ancients arrived at Aldershot at 


10 o'clock and were met on the platform 
by the Duke of Connaught, commander 
of the military dish-lot, Sir Redvers Buller 
and headquarters staff, the latter on 
horseback. 
After welcoming Col. Wai 


ker and his command the Duke and other 
officers inspected the visiting company. 


They were then conveyed to Laffan's 


Plain in forty war department wagons 
where the grand military parade was wit- 
nessed and participated in, over 20,000 
troops being in line. At the saluting 
point the stars and stripes were floating 
near the royal standard. Lord Wolseley 
introduced Colonel Walker to the Duchess 
and Princess and then Embassador Bay- 
ard and the Colonel stood by the royal 
carriage. Lord Wolseley ask^l Colonel 
Walker to share the salute with him 
which he did. This is regarded as a 
grant and unusual honor.

A letter from James E. Cadagon of

Mr. Lewis is a 
rabid silver man, and Mr. Cadagon's de- 
scription of what occurred when he and 
the other members of the party discussed 
the money question is very entertaining. 


GELINAS' CASE. 


United States Authorities Will Take the 


Case. 
A More Serious Charge. 


Alfred Gelinas, the post office olerk who 


confessed to the larceny of stamps to the 
amount of several hundred dollars, was in 
court this morning and his case was con- 
tinued until 5 o'clock today, at which 
time a government officer will be present. 
Gelinas will be charged with embezzle- 
ment of post office funds and will proba- 
ble be tried in a United States court in 
October. 


Gelinas sat in the prisoner's dock along 


side the other offenders and was closely 
watched by Officer Hill. His face showed 
signs of his depression and he did not 
raise his eyes from the floor but three or 
four times during the session. 


The extreme penalty for the crime Gel- 


inas has confessed is ttve yean imprison- 
ment at hard labor or a fine of $5000 or 
both. 
Inspector Snow of Boston, who 


heard Celinas1 confession at the police 
station says the case of Gelinas will be 
considered a serious one as the method ha 
employed, the amount he has taken and 
the fact that he began stealing again just 
as soon as he returned from his vacation 
shows that no end of the embezzling was 
in sight. 
He says the method Gelinas 


employed, that of stealing and at the 
same time keeping his account straight 
has been used by old thieves but it is sel- 
dom that a man so young as Gelinas is 
versed in improved ways. 


THE WHALEN MURDER. 


The Murdered Man's Money Found Wed- 


nesday In a Wall. 


A very important circumstance in con- 


nection with the Coy-Whalen murder 
cose, which created such a sensation in 
October, 1891, came to light Wednesday. 
The house where William Coy murdered 
John Whalen on Washington mountain 
was afterward leased by an old German 
and in relaying the stone-work of the 
crude hatchway Wednesday he found a- 
roll of money amounting to f 500. Murder 
will out, and this is the missing link 
which bothered both the proaecutlon and 
defense of Coy, and which, had it been 
known at the time, would possibly have 
sent an accessory with Coy to the gallows. 


A Caution, 


Several residents of Church street ap- 


pear to have been cheated during the 
past week by a peddler. A young agent 
has been in the city selling asbestos cov- 
erings for dining room tables to prevent 
the heat of the dishes from harming the 
varnish, also kettles for cooking, with an 
asbestos lining to prevent food from burn- 
ing. Several of these goods were bought 
and paid for, by ladles on Church street 
with the assurance, that they would be 
expressed to them by Monday sure, and 
they are still waiting for them. This was 
told a TRANSCRIPT reporter this morning 
for publication as a caution to others.

HORRIBLE_ACCIDENT. 


Fell on the Railroad Track and 


Was Decapitated This 


Morning. 


SHOCKING SIGHT AT THE DEPOT. 


A Monroe Bridge Italian's Terrible Fate. 


Cam* Here to Attend the Circus. 


Was on His Way Home. How 


the Accident Occurred. 


A frightful accident occurred at the 


Fitch burg depot this morning, by which 
the victim was instantly killed and his 
body decapitated and mangled to a jelly. 
The man was Graconio Marzadri, twenty- 
six yean old, of Monroe Bridge. 


With three companions the man had at- 


tended the circus Wednesday evening and 
was waiting at the depot for the 11.39 
train to return home. The three men 
stood about the platform, joking and talk- 
ing ever their day's outing with pleasure. 


Marzadri for some reason left the others 


and started to cross the tracks just in 
front of the depot. A yell was heard and 
the companions turned just in time to 
see their fellow being mangled and 
crushed to pieces by a switch engine. 
His head, torn from his body, bumped 
along the track for fully twenty-five feet. 
The body was caught in a frog and was 
fearfully mangled. 
Medical Examiner 


Brown was called and velwed the re- 
mains. 


Undertaker Cody took the remains in 


charge and prepared it for removal to 
Monroe Bridge, where the funeral will be 
held. 


Marzadri was known to be subject to 


fits, and it is surmised that be was taken 
ill when on the track in front of the mov- 
ing engine. He was born in Austria and 
had lived in this country about a year. 
He had worked in the rag shop at the 
Ranuge paper mill in Monroe Bridge for 
two months past. He was unmarried but 
leaves a brother in Monroe Bridge.

THE BR1GGSVILLE GEYSER. 


How Its Roily and Troublesome Contents 


will be Disposed of. 


Tbe Windsor company has decided to 


pipe the water from the Briggsville 
geyser to a point below the Windsor 
print works, where it will be discharged 
into the river. All hope of the water 
ever running clear has been abandoned 
and this is the only course open to the 
company, which must keep this muddy 
water out of the river because the water 
of the stream is used in the works. A 
large amount has already been expended 
in effort* to overcome the trouble, and it 
Is estimated that tbe laying of the pipe 
will cost about $20,000. 
The ditch will 


have to be sunk in some places from eight 
to twelve feet in solid rock, but the work 
will be done in the most thorough man- 
ner under the direction of John Marsh> 
who began the job today. 


The flow of water since the outbreak 


had been about 400 gallons a minute and 
very uniform up to Wednesday, when 
suddenly there came an 
increase of 


eighty-seven gallons a minute. 
The 


whole thing has been most perplexing 
from the start. It has been a question 
whether the water could be successfully 
conducted in a pipe, owing to the great 
amount of sediment it contains, and 
which it was feared might plug up the 
pipe, but Professor Green of Troy was 
consulted and he decided that it would 
be safe to lay the pipe.

ANALYSIS OF JAPANESE INDUSTRIAL 


COMPETITION. 


EOMt of Different Currency on Amwtom 


WMT«woT*«r«—A D*J»I Work Bqmli a 


, SUV's Work ETerjrwhera—But Par Bolls 


Mn.t Bo Protected. 


Examining the direct bearing of Ja- 


pan's trade with the United State*, we 
find that in 1894 we sold to that conn- 
try only $5,678,140 of our goods, while 
baying $23,008,867 of theirs, the trade 
balance being nearly $16,500,000 in 
their favor. 


The articles of tea, raw silk and mat- 


ting constitute $15, GOO, 000 of the above 
total, leaving $6,500,000 of other goods 
that we bought from Japan, many of 
them being luxuries of a peculiarly 
oriental character. The valne of these 
goods is acccordiug to our gold standard, 
whereas it represent* practically doable 
that value according to the Japanese 
currency, which, with "gold the nomi- 
nal standard," as the March report of 
the bureau of statistics tells us, silver 
is "practically the standard." The last 
value quoted of the Japanese silver yen 
was 53.2 cents iu terms of the United 
States gold dollar. Therefore the $6, - 
600,000 of miscellaneous articles that 
we imported in 1894 represented ap- 
proximately $13,000,000 in Japanese 
currency. 


On Jan. 18, 1S9&, the average wages 


in Japan per day of ten hours in S3 
different classes of skilled labor and 1 
of common labor was below 28 cents. 


Since then wages have advanced, 


and we are now authoritatively in- 
formed that 65 cents a day would be 
a fair average, except for machinists, 
who get $1 a day in gold. We are fur- 
ther informed that fully 75 per cent of 
the valne of their exports to the United 
States represents the labor cost in ftie 
production of those goods which they are 
now sending us. This gives us $4,875, - 
000 paid in Japanese wages, which, at 35 
cents per day, afforded employment 
for fully 10,000,000 men for one full 
day's work of ten hours, even allowing 
for the small number of mechanics em- 
ployed at the higher rate. Supposing 
that all of these miscellaneous goods 
could have been made in the United 
States or that, when Japan's manufac- 
turing industries have progressed, we 
shall import such a quantity of goods 
that directly supplant the product of 
our own mills, what will the effect be 
upon American labor? 


It is well known that the Japanese 


workman is no fool. He is quirk to 
learn, active iu operation and thorough 
in effectiveness. We have b*en unable 
to ascertain definitely whether a Japa- 
nese worJnnnu is able to produce ns 
good and a? great results ns an Ameri- 
can wage earner; but, giving the Jap- 
anese equal facilities in the way of 
machinery and appliances, which he is 
buying from us, and we believe that 
the product of the Japanese will com- 
pare favorably with that of Americans, 
man for man. 


Let ns, however, say that' he is not 


as goad a workman iu all classes of la- 
bor by 25 per cent, and let us admit for 
the sake of argument that tho day's 
work of 10,000,000 Japanese can be 
equaled by that of 7,500,000 Aniericaus, 
then what is the result? The work done 
by 10,000,000 Japanese at 8» cents per 
day, 
upon products that we can manu- 


facture, takes the placoof work done by 
7,500,000 Americans at $1.80 per day. 
It costs them $4,875,000 for Inbcr in 
their money to make goods that would 
cost na at least $ 11,125,000. American 
labor would lose this amount of em- 
ployment nnlesii protected by a tariff 
that would represent tho difference be- 
tween their daily wa^cs of 85 cents and 
ours at $1.50. Yet there ftro somp lle- 
pnblicniiR who prctciul thut tho McKin- 
ley tariff rates were too hiph. 


Ch«up John, and a Naaty One. 


"British" is still generally synony- 


mous with "good and dear,"though 
there are signs that the reputation for 
excellence enjoyod by British goods 
abroad has suffered to some extent. For- 
eign competition is driving British trade 
out of all the old markets.—Textile Mer- 
cury, May 88.

of her majesty's birthday is perhaps ex- 
cusable, but bow far from the truth!

Ci. 
Unseated After Hours of 


BxeltlBC Incident*. 


Chicago, July 9.—The second day of 


the national democratic convention 
opened with one feature of the hitua- 
tion clearly defined. Th« silver men 
had made good their assertion that 
they would carry everything in sight 
and run the convention from begin- 
ning to end. They had demonstrated 
their ability to do so, and by their ac- 
tions had made any sort of compromize 
on any issue out of the question. The 
crowd in the convention hall at 10:30 
o'clock was as large, if not larger, than 
at any time on the opening day, but 
not more than half tha delegates were 
in their seats. Meetings of various 
state delegations were held in the 
Horning, which delayed arrival of 
delegates, and it was 10:50 o'clock 
when Chairman Daniel called the con- 
vention to order. It to»k fully ten 
minutes before order was maintained, 
and then prayer was offered by Rev. 
T. E. Green, an Episcopal clergyman 
of Cedar Rapids, Ia. Call for commit- 
tees was then made, and it was an- 
nounced that the credentials commit- 
tee was not ready to report, having de-_ 
elded to reconsider the Michigan con- 
test case. Then there was a long wait. 
An informal recess was taken and ex- 
Oov. Hogg addressed the convention. 
He declared that free silver was the 
only salvation of the country. Sena- 
tor White then took the platform and 
tho waiting delegates were addressed 
in turn by senator Joe Blackburn, Da- 
vid Overmeyer of Kansas and Gov. 
Altgeld. The latter received a great 
ovation. His remarks were confined 
principally to free silver. 


Partial Report Adopted. 


At 1 o'clock the credentials com- 


mittee came in with a partial report. 
Itfrecommended that each of the terri- 
tories have six votes and the District of 
Columbia six votes. The report sus- 
tained the temporary roll except in 
the states of Nebraska and Michigan. 
In the Nebraska contest tlie majority 
report was to seat the silver delegation 
headed by Bryan. Atwood moved the 
adoption of the report as far as read. 
Mr. Mahony for the sitting delegates 
from Nebraska said they would de- 
mand no roll eall on the question and 
were ready to give up their seats and 
be dges. The partial report was put to a 
viva voce vote by the chairman and de- 
clared carried. 
Ex-Gov. Bussell of 


M assachr _0tts demanded a roll call, 
but when Chairman Atwood of the 
committee on credentials announced 
that the decision of the committee in 
the Nebraska contest was unanimous 
Russell withdrew his motion. Con- 
gressman White then announced that 
the Bryan delegation had been seated, 
and the gold men from that state 
marched out aud made way for the 
silver men. This added sixteen votes 
to the silver forces. The convention 
then took a recess until 5 o'clock.

Michigan Silver Delegate* Admitted and 


Adjournment Taken 


The convention re-assembled at 5:15 


p. m., with a full attendance of dele- 
fates and with 
crowded galleries. 


Senator Daniel was in the chair as 
temporary chairman. The section as- 
signed to the New York delegation 
was, however, an exception to the gen- 
eral rule, very few of the members of 
the delegation being present. Sena- 
tor Hill, ex-Qov. Flower and Mr. 
Whitney were conspicuously absent. 
Later theyfarrived and recived an ova- 
tion. There were repeated cries for Hill. 
At 5:51, after the crowd had been 
smusing itself with cries that various 
persons were all right, Atwood of 
Kansas began reading the credentials 
committee's report. A aplause as he says 
the committee recommends that con- 
testing silver delegates from fourth and 
D inth districts of Michigan be seated. 
1 here was feeble applause when Chair- 
man Atwood reported that the remain- 
ing delegates on the temporary r«ll 
retained their seats as delegates. The 
minority report in favor of keeping in 
the Ninth Michigan district delegates 
was then presented. Speeches were 
then made for and against the reports, 
and at times the greatest confusion 
and excitement prevaile'd. During the 
address of Gov. McLaurin of Mississippi 
interruption was so frequent that no- 
tice was given that if these interrup- 
tions were persisted in the galleries 
would be cleared. The notice was of 
little avail, for hardly had Gov, Mc- 
Lanrin taken up the thread of his 
story again when the shouts for Hill 
broke out afresh. Then the sergeant- 
at-arms made this solemn proclama- 
tion: "Ladles and gentlemen—The 
chair has requested the sergeant-al- 
arms to instruct the assistant ser- 
geants-at-arms and the police depart- 
ment to remove from the galleries 
anyone who disturbs the meeting, and 
he 
will 
carry out 
the 
order." 


(Ironical applause 
and laughter.) 


Kx-L!ent.-Oov. Sheehan of New York, a 
member of the national committee, 
made a statement to prove the im- 
partiality of that committee in its 
itction on the various contested election 
cases and argued in opposition to the 
majority report of the committee on 
credentials. Mr. .Taylor of Arkansas, 
a member of the committee on ere- 
denVials, argued in favor of the ma- 
jority report, and in concluding his 
remarks unintentionally made himself 
declare for the minority report an« 
sat down amid laughter and cheers. 


During the remarks of Mr. Blake of 


Texas in favor of the majority report 
ha asserted that the state of Michuran 


elected a majority of 800 to their corn- 
vent iyn in favor of silver, and when 
tho administration 
in 
Washington 


found f.iis oat Mr. Stevenson was sent 
to Washington to upset the will ef the 
people. "Then Is not a word of truth 
in all that," said Mr. Biehardson from 
his seat. As Mr. Blake pvoceeded fur- 
ther with his statement of alleged 
facts, Mr. Weadoek, one of the dele- 
gates-at-large, seated In the front row 
immediately facing the speaker, said 
in a loud voice: "That's a lie." 


Oroat Disorder. 


The discussion, - was closed- by Mr, 


O'Donnell of ColoraTo. EltUe 'or no 
attention, however, was paid to his 
speech, as the crowd in the galleries 
was quite turbulent and could not be 
kept in order. The convention itself 
as well as the spectators in the gal- 
leries were in a hurry to come to a 
vote, and Mr. O'Donnell assisted that 
view by moving the previous question 
on the report. 


New Tork'i Tote Wildly Cheered. 


When New York's 7Z votes were an- 


nounced as in favor of the minority re- 
port a tumultuous wave of cheering 
broke over the assembly. The first ef- 
forts of the chairman to repress the 
manifestation by the use of his gavel 
were met by a counter demonstration 
on the part of the gold delegates, who, 
rising and turning their backs to the 
chairman and their faces to the im- 
mense crowd in the galleries, waved 
hats and handkerchiefs and stood on 
chairs and gesticulated. The galleries, 
evidently strongly anti-silver in senti- 
ment, were not glow to respond, and 
unearthly sounds from 60,000 throats 
filled even that vast space of the great 
hall. Senator Daniel's powerful voice, 
much worn with its service yesterday,' 
called the next'state, "North-Carolina." 
"North Carolina declines to vote till 
she can be heard," replied the chair- 
man of the delegation. 


Silver Men Went Wild. 


State Chairman Hincklay, ex-^fayor 


Grant and other prominent New York- 
ers vainly tried to stop the demonstra- 
tion. It went on uninterrupted for 
fifteen minutes, and was barely si- 
lenced when the roll call was resumed. 
When Pennsylvania was reached and 
Chairman Harrity, mounting on a 
chair, said, "Pennsylvania casts her 61 
votes aye," an attempt was made to 
renew the demonstration, but it died 
away in a few seconds, spectators and 
delegates being almost tired out. The 
vote was taken on the minority amend- 
ment, which retains the sitting mem- 
bers from the fourth and ninth dis- 
tricts of Michigan in their seats. The 
vote resulted in the rejection of the 
minority report. Yeas, 368; nays, 558; 
absent, 4. "The nays have it," said 
the chairman, "and the amendment is 
lost." It was now the silver men's 
turn, and they jelled and waved hats 
and handkerchiefs and displayed Bland 
pictures and made the night hideous 
for nearly as long as the gold men, 
the galleries impartially assisting. 
During the jubilation by the silver 
men two stout Kentucky delegates 
danced a breakdown in the aisle at 
the rear of the delegates' section, sev- 
eral others "patting time." 
* 


Wild Soence ef Disorder. 


During the call of the states the 


greatest uproar prevailed and at times 
the gathering almost degenerated into 
a mob. Proceedings were repeatedly 
interrupted, and it took the united 
efforts of the sergeant-at-arms, police 
and the band to restore anything like 
order. 
When New York's vote was 


announced the cheering continued for 
over ten minutes, and this was the 
case after the announcment of the 
vote of any prominent state. 
Several 


of the votes were challenged and a 
roll call ordered 


Permanent Organization. 


The report of the committee on per- 


manent organization was then pre- 
sented by Mr. Ginley of Ohio, naming 
Senator White of California as perma- 
nent president of the convention, and 
Thomas J. Cogan of Ohio as permanent 
secretary. A committee of three was 
then appointed 
to escort 
Senator 


White, the permanent chairman to the 
chair, the committee consisting of Mr. 
Finley of Ohio, Mr. MoConnell of Ilii- 
nois and Senator Vest of Missouri. 
Senator Daniel, in retiring from the 
temporary chairmanship expressed his 
deep sense of the honor which he had 
enjoyed, and introduced Mr. White as 
the "distinguished senator from Cali- 
nia." (Cheers.) 


Presented with a Silver Gavel. 


Mr. Clark of Montana, rising in the 


body of the hall, produced a silver 
gavel 
from the mines of Montana 


which he presented to the chairman 
in the name of the delegation from 
that state. Chairman Jones of the 
committee on resolntions announced 
that his committee would meet at 9:30 
this morning. 


Democracy Will Not Die. 


Senator White of California, on tak- 


ing the chair spoke of the convention 
as an assemblage of men from every 
state and territory in the union, and 
said that he was prepared to extend 
full, equal, absolute and 
impartial 


treatment to all. Every question be- 
fore the convention should be, he said, 
considered carefully and deliberately, 
and when the voice of the convention 
was crystallized into a judgment, that 
judgment should be binding on all true 
democrats. (Cheers). "The democratic 
party will not die, even when we all 
have ceased to live, "he said. 
(Cheers). 


When some degree of order had been 
restored a motion to adjourn till 
10 o'clock to-day was pnt at 9:48 p. m., 
was declared carried, and the second 
day's convention ended. 


Bnllotlne at Sray Oabloa. 


Buzzard's Bay, Mass., July 9.—With 


the exception of a few hours yester- 
day afternoon the president remained 
at Gray Gables all day. Bulletins 
from the convention hall were handed 
him bv.the operator, which he read care- 
full;-, "and he followed'the deliberations 
with much interest 


Relic of the Three ITlondl Expedition. 
Havana, July 9.—A coasting steamer

an income tax, and denounces the in- 
terference of federal authorities' in 
state affairs and in junctions by federal 
judges. The money plank fellows: 


I.The Hooey Plank. 


"Recognizing that the money ques- 


tion is paramount to all others at thiS 
time, we invite attention to the fact 
that the federal constitution names sil- 
ver and gold together as the money 
metals of the United States, and that 
the first coinage law passed by con- 
gress under the constitution made the 
silver dollar the unit of value and ad- 
mit tted gold to free coinage nt a ratio 
measured by the silver dollar unit. 
We declare that the act of 1873, de- 
monetizing silver without the knowl- 
edge or approval of the American peo- 
ple, has resulted in the appreciation of 
gold and a corresponding fall in the 
prices of commodities produced by the 
people, a heavy increase in the burden 
of taxation and of all debts pub- 
lic 
and private, 
the 
enrichment 


of 
the 
money-lending1 
class 
at 


home and abroad, prostration of 
industry and impoverishment of the 
people. We are unalterably opposed to 
the single gold standand, which has 
locked last the prosperity of an indus- 
trial people in the paralysis of hard 
times. Gold monometallism is a Brit- 
ish policy, and its adoption has brought 
other nations into financial servitude 
to London. It is not only un-Ameri- 
can, bat anti-American, and it can be 
fastened on the United States only by 
the stifling of that indomitable spirit 
an d love of liberty which proclaimed 
our political independence in 1776 and 
won it in the war of the revolution. 
We demand the fr«e and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1 without 
the aid or consent of any other nation. 
We demand that the standard silver 
dollar shall be a full legal tender, 
equally with gold, for all debts, publie 
and private, and we demand such legis- 
lation as will prevent the demonetiza- 
tion of any legal tender money by pri- 
vate contract. 


"We are opposed to the policy and 


practice of surrendering to the holders, 
of the obligations of the United States 
the option reserved by law to the 
government of redeeming such obliga- 
tions in either silver or gold coin. We 
are opposed to the issuing of interest- 
bearing bonds of the United States in 
time of peace, and condemn the traf- 
ficking with banking syndicates, which, 
in exchange for bonds and at an enor- 
mous profit to themselves, supply the 
federal treasury with gold to maintain 
the policy of gold 
monometallism. 


Congress alone has the power to coin 
and issue money, and President Jack- 
son declared that this power could not 
be delegated to corporations or i&r 
dividnals. We therefore demand that 
the power to issue notes to circulate as 
money be taken from the national 
banks and that all paper money shall 
be issued directly by the treasury de- 
partment. 


Tariff for ReTenne Only. 


"We hold that tariff duties should 


be levied for the purpose of revenue, 
and that taxation should be limited by 
the needs of the government honestly 
and economically administered. 
We 


denounce as disturbing to business the 
republican threat to restore the Mc- 
Kinley law which has been twice con- 
demned by the people in national 
elections and which, enacted under the 
false plea of protection to home in- 
dustry, <proved a prolific breeder of 
trusts and monopolies, enriched the 
few at the expense of the -many, re- 
stricted trade end deprived the pro- 
ducers of the great American staples 
of access to their natural market*. 


The Income Tax, 


"Until the money question is settled 


we are opposed to any agitation for 
further changes in our tariff laws ex-. 
cept such as are necessary to meet the 
deficit in revenue caused by the ad- 
verse decision of the supreme court on 
the income tax. There would be no 
deficit in the revenue but for the an- 
nulment by the supreme court of a law 
passed by a democratic congress In 
strict pursuance of the uniform deci- 
sions of that court for nearly 100 years, 
that court having sustained constitu- 
tional objections te Its enactment, 
which have been overruled by the ablest 
judges who had avertsat on that bench. 
We declare that it is the duty of con- 
gress to use all the constitutional 
power which remains after that deci- 
sion, or which may come from its re- 
versal by the court as it may hereafter 
be constituted, so that the burdens of 
taxation may be equally and imparti- 
ally laid, to the end that we may all 
bear our proportion of the expenses of 
the government. 
•J0V Against Foreign Pnuper Labor. 


"We hold that the most efficient 


way of protecting American labor is 
to prevent the importation of foreign 
pauper labor to compete with it in the 
home market, and that the value of 
tho home market to onr Americas 
farmers and artisans is greatly reduced 
by a vicious monetary system which 
depresses the prites of their products 
below the cost of production and thus 
deprives them of "the means of satisfy-1 
ing their needs. 
We denounce the 


profligate waste of money wrung from 
the people by oppressive taxation and 
the lavish appropriations ef recent re- 
publican conpetses, which have kept 
taxes high while the labor that pays 
them is unemployed and the products 
of the people's toil are depressed in 
price till they no longer repay the cost 
of production. We demand a return 
to that simplicity and economy which 
best befits a democratic government, 
and a reduction in the number of use- 


tEe-substance at the people. 


, 
At-Blnit Federal Interference. 


"We denounce the arbitrary inter- 


ference by federal authorities in local 
affairs as a violation of tho constitu- 
tion of the United States and a crime 
against free institutions, and we es- 
pecially object to government by in- 
junction as a new and highly danger- 
ous form of oppression by which fed- 
eral judges in contempt of the laws of 
the states and rights of citizens, be- 
come at once legislators, judges and 
executioners! and we approve the bill 
passed at the last session of the United 
States senate and now pending in the 
house relative to contempts in federal 
courts, a>d providing for trials by 
jury in certain cases of contempt. 


He Third Term. 


"Recognizing the just claims of de- 


serving union soldiers, we heartily 
indorse the rule of Commissioner Mur- 
phy that no names shall be arbitrarily 
dropped from the pension list and 
the fact of enlistment and service 
should be deemed conclusive evidence 
against disease and disability before 
enlistment. 
We extend our sympathy 


to the people of Cuba in their heroic 
struggle for liberty and independence. 
We are opposed to life tenure in the 
public service. We favor appointments 
baaed upon merits, fixed terms of ofSca 
and such an administration of the civil 
service laws as will afford equal op- 
portunities to all citizens of ascer- 
tained fitness. We desire it to be the 
unwritten law of this republic, estab- 
lished by custom and usage of 100 
years and sanctioned by the greatest 
and wisest of those who founded and 
have maintained the government, that 
no man should be eligible for a third 
term of the presidential office. Con- 
fiding in the justice of our cause and 
the necessity of its success at the polls, 
we submit the foregoing declaration of 
principles and purposes tb the consid- 
erate judgment of the American peo- 


! pie. 
We invite the support of all citi- 


zens who approve them and who de- 
sire to have them 
made 
effective 


through legislation for the relief of 
the people and the restoration of the 
country's prosperity." 


Minority Report oa Platform. 


The minority report on the platform 


relates exclusively to the financial 
plank and its text is quite short. It 
declares for the existing standard and 
endorses the calling together of an 
international monetary conference.
